Tho 
strike, which arose out of a demand-for 
a "guaranteed weekly wage of £4:5.0., 
fixed working day, overtime after eight 
hours, with a minimum of 10/- for casual 
labour, has lasted” three. weeks; und the 
workers are beginning to see that they 
have Iheen fooled. The fact is that por- 
ters at Vovent Garden earn good money. 
The work canndt be called skilled in the 
same way that one talks of the work ‘of 
engineers or shipwrights. It is true that 
they are able to carry great loads on 
their heads;, but. this is knack rather than 


skill ” ‘ 


Before the strike and for a long time 
past the porters-have earncd.from £6 to 
£10 a week in the Summer ‘und ‘from £3 
to £3 weekly in the Winter. This is as 
wich as mapy skilled workmen can get 
eyen in these days. But the employers, 
comprising the salesmen, in thev market, 
were suddenly confyonted. with the de- 
mand. for terms a8 T-have bricfiy indic- 
ated xhove; and to their surprise instead 
of taking-a ballot of the porters as the 
employers suggested, the Trade” Union 
concerned called all the inen out at ten 
minutes’ notice, which for. all practical 
purposes is-no notice at, all. 
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for’ the strike has been discredited on 
every ground, and the unfortunate porters 
who struck work are realising that they 
‘were misled. Only a proportion of the 
men will ever get work again at the mar- 
ket, because their places have alreddy 
been filled, and also and chiefly be cause 
owing to the strike arrangements that 
have been: made for ‘sending supplies 
direct from the producers to the retailers 
will be. continued, so that a considerable 
portion of-trade has been permanently 
lost to Covent Garden.
